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Membership Classes 


Active—$5.00. This is the usual class for 
personal members. (If you do not 


wish the Proceedings, the fee is 
$3.00.) 


Sustaining—$10.00. This class is designed 
for individuals who wish to share to 
a greater extent in the financial sup- 
port of the Conference and for 
smaller agencies. 


Institutional—$25.00. This class is re- 
served solely for agencies, organiza- 
tions, and institutions. 


Contributing—$25.00 or more. This class 
of membership is for individuals 
contributing $25.00 or more annual- 
ly and for such organizations as may 
contribute any sum in excess of the 
institutional membership fee and 
elect to be classed as a contributing 


Members receive: 


1. The Conference ‘“Proceedings’—a 
book of about 600 pages giving a 
careful selection of papers delivered 
at the annual meeting. Regularly 
sells for $3.00. 


2. The Conference Bulletin — issued 
quarterly, giving news of the Con- 
ference, preliminary programs, sum- 
marized reports of the annual meet- 
ing, and annual membership list. 


3. At the annual meeting the attend- 
ance fee (for local expenses) is $1.00 
for members but $3.00 for non-mem- 
bers who secure none of the privil- 
eges of membership. Agencies hav- 
ing institutional membership may 
register five members of their boards 
or staffs; those with sustaining 
membership may register two per- 
sons, in each case these persons pay 
only the $1.00 attendance fee. 


4. The right to hold office and vote for 
officers and section committee mem- 
bers, Conference policies, etc. The 
vote for officers is by mail. Every 
member may vote regardless of his 
attendance at the annual business 
meeting. The right to vote begins 
with the second year of continuous
